‘Chamberlain's Plan to Provide 
“Object Lesson on National 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. . [Special. 
Congress will be given an object les- 
ton In preparedness for modern warfare 
if Senator Chamberlain of Oregon, chair- 
man of the senate committee on military 
affairs, succeeds in carrying out a pian 
he has conceived to illustrate graphicaily 
the problem of national defense. 

When congress reassembles the senator 
will propose that a division of regular 
troops or of regular and national guerd 
troops be assembled at the nearest suita- 
ble point to Washington. He would 
have these troops when mobilized dig 


sive position. Then the division would 
attack the fortified position. the artil- 
lery using real shrapnel and high ex- 
plosive shells and the infantry ball cart- 
ridges and hand grenades. 


Better than Sham Battle. 

Although the position would not be de- 
fended by troops and no men would be 
under fire at any time, the genator is of 
the opinion the attack would furnish a 
more valuable object lesson than the or- 
dinary maneuvers or sham battle. 

Mr. Chamberlain believes that after 
witnessing the mobilization of a division 
and an attack of this character senators 
and representatives would return to 
Washington better prepared to legislate 
for the equipment and training of an 


warfare. 
Objects to Being Illustrated. 
Here are some of the matters which 
would be illuminated by such an object 
lesson: ; ; 
1. The training, organization, and dis- 
cipline necessary if a division is going 
to properly dig itself in and otherwise 


it may hold. re ae ee 

2. The difficulties attending the defense 
and attack of a position and the training 
and discipline absolutely essential if such 
defense or attack i- to be made. 

3. The effect of high explosive shell and 
grenade fire and what it means to have 
to face it. 

4. Our lack of heavy field guns needed 
to smash infantry trenches. 

5. How difficult :t would be for us to 
mobilize one complete division which is 
the smallest complete tactical unit of an 
army.

It is assumed that nations act under the impulse 
ef active, perceived emotions. One cannot be upon 
the imperial plane of thought unless one can realize 
that the wonderful mass called Germany or the 
wonderful mass called Britain can have a defined 
collectivist will and desire. 

If one were to ask 5 
mined that these masses or the masses of Russia, 
France, Japan, etc., have defined will and desire, and 
want anything other than the day to day comforts, 
it might be difficult to reply, but the question itself 
would prove its asker’s unworthiness to fave upon 
the imperial plane of thought. 

Thought travels in certain planes. It reaches 2 
level of certain assumptions and presumptions and, 
with them accepted, proceeds safely to conclusions. 
It has been assumed, and for purposes of imperial 
thought it must be assumed, that nations in their 
mass have passionate urges. Austria must have a 
way to the eastern water gates. Germany must have 
a place in the sun, either a sunburnt place in Africa 
or a place merely tanned in South America, or of 
some other complexion elsewhere. France must have 
empire in northern Africa. Italy must restore part 
of the Roman Africa. | 

We assume that these thoughts of destiny disturb 
the citizen when he is sitting in a weinstube or is 
eating his ravioli or is at the opera, the football 
game, or home in his slippers. There cannot be a 
national urge without individual consciousness, and

Germany must have colonies to accommodate the 
“desires and needs ‘of her citizens. The restless | 


movements of Germans over the earth qould reveal 
this, but ever since Germany began her construc- 


tive, domestic, and internal career, the German re- 
fuses to leave Germany. 
If Great Britain, with its millions, its congestion, 


and the resultant poverty, were not the nucleus of 


empire but were a powerful pent in force, we should 
understand that the British needed colonies. Brit- 
ain must have its place in the sun. The aspirations, 
the needs and exigencies of its people would demand 
them. Its statesmen would be justified in seeking 
the realization of such ambitions. 

The individual Englishman would grow! over his 
mutton chop and public sentiment would be vocifer- 
ous nightly in Trafalgar square. And thought 
wuich travels on the imperial plane would under 
stand the British urge. 

Great Britain is all that we have assumed it might 
be, except that it has as colonies enormous areas of 
fertile, inviting, and undeveloped land in Canada, 
Australia, and elsewhere. The Englishman has only 
to select the climate he likes best and find a place 


- vacant and waiting him under the British flag. 


It is next to impossible, with the aid of passionate 
inducements, to persuade the Englishman to accept 
these opportunities for the lack of which, we should 
have reasoned solemnly upon the imperial plane of 
thonght, Great Britain must necessarily and juntif- 
ably go to war. . 

We come 98 or close to it, 3 
solemn thoughts upon the national urge—what is 
destiny here and destiny there: what this. nation 
wants and another must have—are uncommonly sug- 
gestive of buncombe. 

Nations are stimulated by immaterial idens ot 
granciloguence. Possibly they must be pushful or 
rot, but their urges. are most chimerical. Switzer- 
land is as proud and happy as any nation which ever 
was assumed to need for its national welfare a few 
hundred thousand square miles of African sand or 
forest. ; 


MANUFACTURING SIN. 

Painting the horrors of many pleasant indulgences, 
euch as smoking and dancing, drinking and going to 
movie shows, has been the occupation of many of 
our reformers for twenty or thirty years. We are 
pretty well awake to the dangers which lurk for our 
impressionable and suggestible city youth: We know 
the danger of masquerade balls. and all the degrad- 
ing evils of close dancing have been borne in upon 
us. The pictures offered us include descripfions of 
weeping mothers and fathers speaking with tremu- 
lous voices. It is all agitating, and we wipe out 
one sin factory after another. 

But the question cannot help presenting itself 


But was it not the prohibition rather than the 
eigarets themselves that wrecked the life of his boy? 
It society. were to prohibit, to take an extreme 
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perdition, the simple and pleasurable operation of 
smoking a cigaret must be done in secret—the smoker 
is to a certain extent an outlaw and ready for more 
sacacty Seema Wings. 

Our gvangelization of the liquor problem has left 
| us with the spectacle of more prohibition and also 
more drunkenness than France and Germany. If 
any headway has been made against these habits, we 
suspect it is because they are inefficient, not because 
they are morally degrading. For do not our re- 
formers to some extent manufacture sin and make 
outcasts? 


“THE SECOND WIND.” 

One fact about the British bankers’ proclamation 
to the English public will command the imagina- 
tions of American readers. It is that the English 
will have spent the enormous sum of more than 
$15,000,000,000 on war by the end of the next year. 

Money, these bankers assert, is the commodity 
which will bring victory. For money is needed to 
support vast armies, engaged in destructive work, 
and to pay for vast quantities of arms and muni- 
tions, exclusively destructive in their nature. 

The dispatches will tend to confirm what is al- 
ready a commonplace in American thought, that 
war is merely the waste of accumulated capital and 
the deflection of useful labor into activity worse 
than useless. For common thought about the war 
reduces itself pretty much to the terms outlined by 
Normal Angell—that nobody can get anything out 
of it.

The effect upon production,” it reads, of the 
great army’s mobilization has been largely neutral- 
ized by the more vigorous and effective work of the 
civilian population, particularly the women.” ? 

To raise the enormous sum necessary for these 
destructive agencies, the proclamation continues, 
every man, woman, youth, and maiden of England 
will be put on his mettle. Self-abnegation of the 
most rigorous kind will have to be practiced. one 
land will have to live ascetically. 

Is not this one of the important elements of the 
war, quite as important as the waste of capital? 
Is not England getting something out of all this 
self-sacrifice and this self-abnegation? Are not the 
people at home living in a more vital sense than 
they were when the price of beef was normal? Are 
not the men who stand for hours in the trenches 
cut off from supplies by a curtain of fire, plumbing 
unknown depths in their natures and ‘Glacovering 
capabilities hitherto unsuspected? )? 

Every one knows that it is good for most persons 
to run once in a while—even the very fat. HBvery 
one knows also that, having run a block, almost any 
one-but a college athlete will have an overwhelming 
urge to stop and lean up against the side of a build- 
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with the phenomenon of second wind. Once past 
the crisis the rummer is refreshed and can: continue 
without effort. 
William James once wrote an essay on that sub- 
ject. He asserts and demonstrates that men live 
habitually way below their normal maximum’; that 
they work or play just so hard, and the limit of their 
first wind is reached. By“an effort of will or under 
stress of emotional excitement they may outdo them- 
selves, not only without hurt, but with enormous 
benefits. Human capacity seems at such times al- 
most illimitable, 
man who ni 
‘by just so much to profit 1 
tition filled with — ; 
run at high Pressure.” 79 
“This process of revealing to themselves their deep- 
er and profounder capabilities is going on in Eng- 
land. Men and women of no value to society or 
to themselves have turned useful. 
Before the war most of England was ambling 
along soberly enough working at an habitual mini- 
mum, easily tired out, drawing on none of its deeper 
forces. Every nation is likely to do that in times 
of peace and prosperity. It is the problem of every 
nation not to yield to this habit of easy and super- 
ficial life. It is this problem which education and 
discipline seek to meet. They have not been con- 
spicuously successful. 
A few  individuals—and they are the successful 
ones—have strength of will sufficient to break 
through their habits and sé themselves almost up 
to capacity. But most 0 have not sufficient 
strength without some stimulus like war or added 
responsibility. “War is probably not the only way. 
But it is a certain way. And in casting up the ac 
counts of the war the $15,000,000,000 should met be 
the only item on th the page.

His knowledge of the subject 
seems to be purely academic. There are on the 
market many different kinds of patented “never 
tells,” in addition to such natural counter irri- 
tants as cloves, onions, gurlic, asafetida, and other 
things; behind which an alcoholic flavor can be 
more or less securely hidden. 

If this measure is to be practically successful, it 
must be so amended as to prohibit the carrying of 
these concealed weapons. Not only that, but the 
smell of “never tella“ natural and manufactured, 
must be made. illegal also, Then, for proper en- 
forcement, it may be necessary to Institute in the 
state of Georgia a smelling constabulary of suf - 
flolent hardiness te carty out the provisions of 
the statute, | ;

‘King Constantine did not accept the offer and 
on the plea that if he attacked Bulgaria her 
ally, Turkey, would take advantage thereof to 
Massacre the 4,000,000 Greeks in the Ottoman em- 
pire and to confiscate and destroy their colossally 
valuable property, violated his agreement with 
his brother sovereign of Serbia. 


The offer made by England must have been an 
attractive one to Greece, in view of the large 
Hellenic population of the island, so adVan- 
| tageously situated with respect to Greet luter- 
ests in Asia Minor and Serbia, and it ‘serves to 
call attention to the large amount ot territory 
that Great Britain has given away in the past. 
England has orten been charged by foreign na- 
tions with territorial greed and with a desire to 
grab everything in sight. But there is no power 
which has geet ‘so liberal in “me away terri- 
tory. 

Greece, n ‘fs an W 8 in 
this respect. Thus, the entire group of Ionian 
islands, comprising Corfu, Zante, Ithaca, Cythera, 
Paxo, Santa Maura, and all their minor depend- 
encies, were presented by England to the Greek 
nation in 1864, with the object of promoting the 
welfare and the prosperity of Greece, under her 
new ruler, the then recently elected King George, 
assassinated three years ago at Salontki. Great 
Britain had spent an immense amount of money 
on the ‘slands, in fortifications, public works of 
all sorts, and a fine system of roads. All these 
were turned over by Great ‘Britain to the Grecks 
tree of cot. * 
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The Philippines, now subject to the United 
States flag, once belonged to England, having 
been surrendered to the British naval forces 
under the command of Draper and Cornish. The 
Spaniards were turned out, their fleet sunk, and 
a work of reformation was inaugurated that 
speedily raised the archipelago to double its 
value. 

“Then the English ä found that her 
emigrants would not go thete because of the dis- 
tance, and also on account of the treachery of 
the climate at certain seasons of the year.) A 
few years later Great Britain, without any pres- 
sure being brought to bear upon her, deliberately 
and of her own accord, restored the islands to 
Spain, the latter undertaking to repay the money 
spent in public works and other improvements 
during the English domination to the tune of 
$4,000,000, The amount was never paid by Spain.

Java, and, in fact, all the Dutch East Indies, 
belonged to England from 1811 until 1818, when 
they were voluntarily turned over to Holland 
without any compensation whatsoever being de- 
manded in return. Yet these Dutch Rast Indies 
are perhaps the richest colony of any HBuropean 
power. They furnish the sources of most of the 
prosperity and wealth of the Netherlands. 

Few persons recall that New Guinea, the big- 
gest island in the world, next to Australia, was 
formerly annexed by Queensland. Subsequently 
England, in the face of the protests of all Aus- 
tralia, relinquished one-half of New Guinea to 
Germany, whom promptly christened it Kaiser 
Wilhelmsland, 

In 1899 England voluntarily abandoned all. her 
rights in Samoa to Germany, also deliberately 
gave up Port Arthur, which, after having been 
converted into a powerful etronghold by Russia, 
is now in the hands of the Japanese. She also 
owned Spitsbergen for a time and then aban- 
doned it, made a free gift of the Bay islands to 
the republic of Honduras in 1859, and presented 
the Cape of Good Hope colony to the Dutch in 
1802, after having held it for a number of years, 
resuming possession thereof, however, in 1814, 
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In the archives of the Spanish government will 

be une a letter. dated June 1, 1721, in which 
George I. of England 
offers to present Gib- 
raltar to Philip V. of 
Spain. No less than 
five other offers were 
made by England to 
relinquish Gibraltar to 
Spain, the last taking 
place in 1783, when, in 
the. negotiations that 
preceded the treaty et.

Four years later it was bartered away to 
the king of France by Charles IL in return for a 
loan and in 1684 Tangiers, which nad come to the 
British crown as part of the dowry of Catherine 
of Braganza, on the occasion of her marriage to 
Charle II. in 166%, was abandoned to the Moors. 
Heligoland was presented by. England to Ger- 
many in 1890 at the instance of the late Lord 
Salisbury, then premier, in return, it was said, 
for the abandonment by the kaiser of certain 
rights he claimed in Zanzibar.. To this day no.one 
knows what Lord Salisbury’s' motive was.

The feeble minded can never care for 
themselves in channels where competi- 
tion is flerce.

‘The work which they do ‘well is neces- 
gary. Goddard's proposal is that the 
types ot work which the feeble minded do 
as well as or better than others be set 
aside for them, and that they be set to do 
it’ Gwen interesting and profitable em- 
ployment, the tendency to anti-social acts 
would rapidly diminish. The feebdte mind- 
ed would be happy and useful and the 
burden on society would be greatly les- 
sened. 

For many years those in charge of in- 
sane asylums have known that their 
charges did better when employed than 
when idle. They keep in hetter mental 
and physical health. The percentage of 
cures increases. That there are more 
accidents and escapes must be accepted 
ee of the price to be paid for the 
The authors of the book from which 
Wwe quote say that every type of insanity 
except the paretics in advanced stages 
do better when kept at work. Even the 
disturbed, restless cases of maniac de- 
pressive insanity do better when em- 
ployed, but for them it is better to make 
use of work in which it is necessary to 
move around.

Did any one try to restore the 
Parthenen?” 

And Rodin finally clinches the matter. In his letter to Romain Rolland he 
says: “ Ignorance is so great that people believe that a ruined cathedral can be

western Electric Officta Tell 
Why Company Reorgan- 
ies in New York. 


Inadequacy of Illinois laws governing 
corporations is given by William P. Sid- 
ley, vice president and general counsel 
for the Western Electric company, as the 
reason for the corporation reorganizing 
under the laws of New York and making 
that state its legal domicile. 

Mr. Sidley asserted that the question of 
taxation has nothing to do with the 
change. It is due entirely, he said, to the 
desire on the part of stockholders to 
reorganize under a plan which could not 
be advantageously or perhaps safely car- 
ried out under existing Illinois laws. 

Two Classes of Stock. 
This plan involved a classification of 
the company’s stock into preferred and 
common, the preferred to be merely a 
high class investment stock without vot- 
ing power, the voting power to be vested 
exclusively in the common stock. Mr. 
Sidley said that the Illinois laws make 
no provision whatever for the clasgifica- 
tion of stock of a corporation organized 
here, and consequently courts of Illinois 
have not been called upon to consider and 
define the relative rights and powers of 
various classes of stock, as has been the 
case in other states where such classifica- 
tions of stock have long been recognized. 
Mr. Sidley stated further that it is at 
least a serious question whether under 
the constitutional and statutory provi- 
sions of Illinois any share or class of stock 
could be legally deprived of voting power 
even with the unanimous consent of the 
stockholders. For these reasons, he said, 
it was deemed wise to seek a charter in 
some state which had long made ample 
provision for the classification of cor- 
porate stock and the withholding of vot- 
ing power from one or more of such 
classes, and whose courts had defined the 
rights of stockholders through an estab- 
lished line of decisions. 
New Company Formed. 

„A new company, accordingly, was in- 
corporated in New York with a capital 
of $15,7560,000—$15,000,000 being in pre- 
ferred stock and $750,000 in common 
stock,“ said Mr. Sidley, and the prop- 
erty and business of the Illinois company 
was thereuopn transferred to the New 
York company, which succeeds the IIli- 
hois company in all respects, having the 
same officers, stockholders, relations, 
and properties as the last named com- 
pany possessed. 

* While the Illinois company had an 
authorized capital of $25,000,000 its issued 
and outstanding stock never at any time 
ee $15,000,000. The reduction of

FEATURE OF YEAR 
IN MOTOR RACING 


Seven Courses Completed and 
All but Promoters Pros- 
per in Sport. 


BY REED L. PARKER. 
The year 1915 was a year of speedway 
racing. Road events held their own and 
@irt track hippodroming showed no un- 
usual resulte after being wrested from 


association. There were a few success 
fully promoted hill climbs of importance 
only to the communities In which they 
were held, and perhaps a dozen reliability 
contests, all of purely local interest. 
There is little doubt automobile racing 
during the year developed a healthy 
growth. The building of a number of new 
speedways resulted in a temporary sur- 
feit, but they alone held the contributors 
to the same together. Having success- 
fully lived through à year fraught with 
discouraging events from the standpoint 
of the promoters, there isiittle doubt that 
1916 will see the venturesome ones indit- 
‘ing a few figures on the credit instead of 
the debit side of the ledger. 


Built Seven New Speedways. 
Seven new speedways were completed 
during the season. Chicago, Omaha, 
New York, Minneapolis, Providence, and 
Des Moines all added new tracks to the 
circuit, while Tacoma restirfaced it so 
that it might become a competer with 
the others. Meets were run on all the 
new tracks, as well as at Indianapolis, 
the father of the speedway family, and 
Sioux City. Fourteen races were run 


held the year previous. 
From the standpoint of competition, 


benefits accruing to the drivers, the year 
| was sensational. The promoters made 
little if anything. Combined, they offered 
purses aggregating $289,000 that the driv- 
ers might be enticed into races for the 
benefit of a public that could not be called 
enthusiastically appreciative. Chicago 
le@ the list, offering a purse of $54,000 for 
its first annual derby, following with 
$12,000 for its 100 mile invitation race. 
Providence offered the smallest prize 
$1,000, for a twenty-five mile race. 

Records Tumble All Year. 
World records began to fall in the Chi- 
cago derby. Resta’s average on the new 
board oval was considered unbeatable at 
the time he won, yet three months later 


uw 


emashed all forther marks in the 350 mile 
race on the new Sheepshead Bay track. 
When the curtain finally was rung 
down on the season Tacoma held al} rec- 
ords up to two miles, New York every- 
thing from two to 850 miles, excepting 
the five mile mark set by Tom Orr at 
Omaha, and Chicago the remainder up to 
500 miles. - 

There is little doubt that Chicago and 
New York have the fastest tracks. Which 
of the two is capable of more speed isa 
mooted question. The Astor cup race, it 
e true, was run at a faster average than 
the Chicago derby, but the former was 
ot 350 miles, and the latter 500 miles. The 
‘ppecia} 100 mile invitation races would 
de a better criterion were it nat for the 
‘fact that the New York mark resulted 
from the keenest kind of competition be- 
tween mounts equipped with the best cord 
tires, while that at Chicago was be- 
tween cars, one known to be six miles 
an hour faster than the other. 


Elgin Leads in Road Racing. 

Of the nine road races, those rum over 
the famous Kane county course, for the 
first time, have the right to be called pre- 
mier events of the season. The Elgin 
road races were complete successes, and 
totally eclipsed in importance the Van- 
derbilt and the Grand Prize, both of 
which were run over the pavements of 
the exposition grounde at San Francisco. 

Road racing developed no distinctive 
champion, as in previous years. Based 
on point of victories, the coronet emblem- 


three ways—Eari Cooper, the Stutz pilot; 
Dario Resta of Peugeot, and Barney Old- 
field of Maxwell, Delage, et al., getting an 
equal share.

AM, as you will see easily enough before 
I am through, the eternal amateur, the 
invincible greenhorn. I know nothing, 
and I undertake everything. That ie the 
sum and substance of me. I am guilty of pok- 
ing my nose into other people's business; agd 
so I appear to know something about every 
job in Christendom except the one I am aetd- 
ally on. . 
Having now tried cowpunching, policing, 
archeology, and other kindred lines, in addi- 


tion to windjamming, I am in a position to 


tell you—and I make no bones of telling you 
that I come closer to being an able seaman, 
or at least an ordinary seaman, than any of 
the others. 

I can state, fully and fairly, that I make 
a better fist of squirming around in a patel 
of deep water rigging than I do of peteching 
on the horn of a Mexican saddle. Then again, 


I have been seasick in the saddle, but never 


on the sea. 

I owe my first voyage in a windjammer to 
the enterprise of a smal) cat.

I thought to myself, Am I to be stumped 
by a cat?” and so I, too, went aboard and ap- 
plied to the old pirate sitting on the poop for 
a job. He wore carpet slippers, and ever and 
anon he spat into the scuppers. Later, in the 
tropics, we caught the overflow from these 
scuppers, On rainy nights, and dumped it in 
the fresh water tanks; and on such nights I 
would be visited again by thoughts of my first 
interview with that old skipper. 

I would remember his saying to me: 
you an able seaman, or what?’ 

And 1 replied, “ No, but my ancestors were 
seamen, built and sailed ships galore, too.”

Ready to Be Consigned to the Deep. 

I was shipped. All quietly and quickly, 
without shifting bis quid, he shipped me, and 
thereby added several pounds sterling to his 
revenue. For I have no doubt he shipped me 
as an able seaman, at able seaman's wages. 

A day or two later, following orders, I re- 
ported at a shipping agency in some slip or 
other near South street. Here a certain 
boarding master bad guaranteed to have a 
crew ready, of which I was a member.

What need to detail this circum- 
stance to the mighty children who go down to 
the sea in ships? They are well acquainted 
with the humors of efimps, bit they will un- 
dergo the torments of Tantalus for a long 
drink and a. strong dtinksquare faced gin, 
Japanese brandy, Indian ocean rum—it’s all 
one to them, providing it will turn their eyes 
in and clamp the neck muscles down tight to 
the collar bone, go that they have to move 
body and all with the head, if so be they wish 
to turn and take & squint at a shipmate.

‘The port watch had this for a special 
stowl, of course, since the starboard bo'sun 
let his men sleep all night long, those starry 
nights, when the wind was steady and the 
old mate easy in his mind.

knew where the rest of the watch was stowed ; 
and then, if it so chameed that the second

I soon knew what it was to be waked by 
a policeman; and 1 can assure you it's a 
strange sensation when the toe of his boot 
comes against your floating ribs, and you wake 
in that velvet blue darkness pierced by tropic 
stars and hear the shadoWy gray bulk of the 


erossjack flapping and grunting and swaying 


out over your bead and the stamp of feet and 
yells and the creak and rattle of running gear. 
You feel as if some sort of catastrophe had 
just fled past you—there’s a phosphorescent 
wash lighting up the black after deck, and you 
sit there like a dumb beast, thinking that in 
a minute you'll wink again and then you'll 
be back home—and all this brilliant. mys- 
terious, clanking tarry illusion of a ship at 
sea, staggering along with all sail set, van- 
ished. 

And then the policeman comes again, and it 
is the dream of home which vanishes instead. 

That is inden the whole objection to sleep- 
ing out on deck. The mien wake up muddled, 
and lunge after the wrong fopes, and are tod 
thick to understand orders. They have been 
sticking their heads in à barrel of jam. 

An apprentice in this fix pulled the main 
stays 'I halyards out of their sheave one night, 
by laying hold of the standing part. Imagine 
three or four hundred feet of rope wriggling 
out of a black sky, coil on coll. There was 
no dodging that deluge of hemp; it emote the 
little fellow flat. He had waked up only to 
80 right to sleep again. That is the sort of 
thing that mystifies a greenhorn on a ship. 

This sort of night work, hauling the yards 
around, shouting and sweating on the braces— 
these are the heavy ropes attached to the 
yard arms, by means of which the yards are 
swung into the wind, from the deck—this 
went on chiefly while we were feeling for the 
trade winds; and so the watch cursed the 
tradés then. They swore the trades had fallen 
into a hole or blown out. But we caught 
them, and then as soon as we had @ good blue 


‘and white trade wind sky we got out tar 


buckets, holystonés, and prayer boards. We 
were going to holystone the deck.

Holystoning Mutiny Preventer. 

Down we went on our knees on the prayer 
board—a strip of canvas nailed across three 
cleate—and we took the holystones, which 
were only huge blocks of rough cement, and 
we took sand ahd sea water and flung it out 
ahead of us on the deck, and then We shoved 
the stones back and forth, back and forth, 
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wearing down tht deck, four hours at a time, 
while that southern sun bit into our necks 
and the black pitch bubbled in the seams 
where we had passed. 

"Tis said that holystoning preserves the 
deck, by scraping dry rot away; but the truth 
is it is nothing but a mutiny preventer, grind- 


‘ing able seamen down until they no longer 


have ambition to think how miserable they 
are. Holystones are to seamen what, accotd- 
ing to David Harum, fleas are to dogs. 

There we were in a long line; all wearing 
white duck hats which I had distributed— 
brown, mud flecked arms going back and forth 
to all perdition. Four hours of that job will 
measure against twenty-four of life. You for- 
get that the time obcé was when you were 


not pushing a stone and When you were a 


gay and irresponsible citizen of the world and 
a free agent. A slave you are now, right; 


engaged in wearing time away slowly on the 


grindstone of fate. 

I used to hitch along, with my eyes fixed 
on my old partner's speckled toes, for hours 
at a time, until my knees, stung and swollen 
by salt, felt like the knees of & worn out 
truck horse. 

My old partner—he called himself Herman 
on that ship—with his magnificent physique, 
his pointed beard, bis intelligent brown eye, 
twinkling, looked like some noted surgeon who 


had misdetneaned himself and come down to 


the chain gang at last.

If I lost the wind from there I might expect 
something to happen. 

Nothing happened that watch, and there- 
after I took my regular trick, I had a little 
knack for feeling out changes in the ship's 
direction, and for several watches I got along 
very well. 

Then caine a rather nasty night, and I was 
tumbled out by a starboard apprentice, whio 
came in shouting, “ One bell, there; shake a 
leg?”

Taking the Graveyard Wheel. 

It’s always disheartening business to come 
awake in a wet watch. The deck of the 
fo'c’s'l’ is greasy and briny; you brate your- 


self, and go sliding about, knocking your 


head here aud there, fumbling in the dim 
light, which gives the fo’c's'l’, with its rows 


of scarred brown bynks the look of a forsaken 


tomb. 


It's especially disheartening when you know — 


it’s yours to take the graveyard or gtavy eyed 
wheel. 1 #éver knew which was proper, but 
either will do graveyard” because this is 
the watch wherein the sleepy belmsman fills 
many watery graves; “gravy eyed ”—well, 
that’s easier to see. You seem to have just 
shut your eyes, and you can hardly believe it 
possible that you are going to keep them 
open for two hours, up there on the poop, 


+ with the wind droning in your ears. But it 
will be a bad night for you if you catch the 
‘ship aback and set the watch hauling on 
braces for an hour or so. 

Gravy eyed, then, I took the wheel and re- 
peated the course, and gravy eyed I looked 
into the binnacle. Then I stared aloft into 
the black cloud of canvas on the mizzen to 
see if the wind was steady in the topgallant 
sail. It's nervous work, taking the wheel of 

a great ship at night. You have got destinies 

in your keeping. You hear the creak and 

rattle of the yatds ahead in the gloom; sow 
and again the explosion of a sea on the 
weather side, which ci@uses the ship to pause 
and shudder all her length. But you see noth-

No Surprises in the Menu. 

Meantime, what were we getting th eat on 
this starvation hooker? 

In the morning, burgoo, a thin and watery 
kind of oatmeal. Wednesday and Sunday 
mornings, beans; Friday morning, salt fish. 
We could see these mornings coming; we 
knew our menu exactly. It wasn’t calculated 
to spring surprises on us. 

. At noon, salt horse; salt beef one day, salt 
pork the next, and fresh canned beef the third. 
We preferred the horse to what came in cans. 
Also, at noon, the magic pannikin of lime- 
juice, again the scurvy, and beri beri, and the 
sleeping sickness, and heaven only knows what 
diseases besides. Lime juice on a hungry 
hooker is the universal specific. The men are 
chary of calling on the medicine chest. 

At night, cracker hash, taken in the dog 
watches—4 p. m. to 6 p. m. and 6 p. m. to 
5 p. m. Cracker bash consists of moistened 
ship’s biscuits plus whatever salt horse you 
may have saved out of the noon meal aad 
returned to the galley. If you have saved 
none out—as God knows there is no temp- 
tation to save any out—then ¢racker hash is 
exactly what the name implies. Also, at 
night, tea. ae 

On Sundays, at noon, duff, a compound 
dark and soggy, steamed in the best English 
style, wrapped in fags, and minus plums. 

No grog! Mark this. The good old days 
are gone. The only place they serve grog, 
that I know of, is in the Indian ocean to fire- 
men in the holds of mail packets. And even 
there it is done more to keep the ship going 

than the men—a sort of human lubrication. 

To each man.was allotted a pound of 
butter a week, a pound of jam, a pound of 
sugar, a certain amount of molasses and mar- | 
malade. Every three weeks to each man a 
can of condensed milk. 

The great staple was ship’s biscuit. This 
commodity hung in what was called a barge— , 
in fact a soap box. A ship's biscuit hag the 
shape and consistency of dog biscuit. It is a 
trifle lighter in color, and is chiefly noted for 
its citizens—armored, scaly little critturs with 
antlers, looking much like miniature armadil- 
loes. These inhabit the center of the biscuit. 
Nou split it open with your sheath knife and 
blow hard on it. Nobody would think of eat- 
ing a ship’s biscuit in the dark. That would 
be ap act of cannibalism. 

There were two sorts of biscuit—one in a 
round shape, for the cabin; the other, in a 
square shape, for the crew. These were con- 
tained in two huge steel tanks, séven foot 
eubes, with round lids, the size of manholes, 
in their tops.

Still we drove south. It grew colder and 
darker and more dismal, wetter and more 
slippery and cantankerous aloft, and a couple 
of men took to soldiering in their bunks— 
cases of cape fever, which is the sort of fever 
that overtakes a man when the ship is wal- 
lowing off the horn, on her beam ends, with 
water cfashing on the hatches, the ropes 
frozen, all Knots impossible to untie, and a 
fine glaze on the back stays. That's the sort 
of business that induces cape fever, and many 
deep water sailors are clever in coming down 
with it, just in the nick of time and throw- 
ing the heavy work on their shipmates. 

Every night we would hear the double 
whistle from the poop Topgallant halyards.” 
Down they would come on the run, and up 
we would swarm. I had learned how to stick 
to the rigging with my bare heels now. I 
could lay out on a yard with the rest and 
reach down for canvas. At best, on a wild 
night, or a cold night, ticklish business; when 


the fingers are numb, desperate business. But 


by watching the old hands you see that they 
have grown old by being prudent, and not 
flinging their lives away in such desperate 
service as stowing sail on a good for nothing 
sea wagon. Their motto is Go canny.” They 
feel their way around; they let the young 
men take the middle of the yard, where the 
danger is greatest of being blown off. They 
stretch out their Wands craftily and test the 
canvas, and if it tugs let it go and stand by 
to get another grip. There is a saying among 
able seamen, One arm for the ship and one 
for yourself.” 

And look out for that arm for yourself. It 
may be an elbow cramped about a wire lift; 
it may be a fist around an iron jJackstay, or a 


finger hold on a becket and a toehold some- 


where else. Whatever it is, hold by it, and 
hever let the ship wheedle of exasperate you 
into shifting it. You're worth more to your- 
self than you are to Davy Jones. 

It’s strange business, looking down over your 
shoulder at night and seeing the deck of the 
ship racing along, piled high with foamy wa- 
ter. The motion of the ship is much exag- 
gerated, too, aloft; you are yanked hither and 
thither through a mad chaos of wind and rain; 
the yard sinks, raises, snaps, buckles; the sail 
looms over you like a black cobra’s head, 
swollen and Venomous; and though you tug 
and rug, till blood starts ander your finger- 
nails, it seems as if you’re never going to lash 
it to the yard. You see men either side of 
you opening their mouths to deliver well 
meant cursés which the wind snatches from 
their lips. Their hats are gone, their soul 
and body lashings are gone, and their shining 
oils flap in their faces and sting them to 
wrath which finds no expression. They lean 


out, far out and down, hoarse and exhausted, 


their fingers crooked, their mouths open, their 


eyes blazing. They are in a frame of mind 
to. stick their Knives into the sail and rip 
it to ribands, and sometimes they do it. They 
hang panting, as a spent rider on a bucking 
broncho—there’s a lull, the ship plunges ua- 
der; there’s a great shuddering, and a vast 
plume of spray rises at her nose, as if she had 
spouted like a whale. 

Then the black, sodden rofl of canvas bil- 
lows over the yard again; the men leaning 
there reel and rénew their grips and unheard 
imprecations ; they smash the tormented fabric 
with doubled fists, they hook their elbows into 
it; they are mad enough to take it in their 
teeth. And all the while overhead the rain 
passes in a driving flood, and below in the 
general smother you feel the shock and hear 
the thunder and see the snarling white fang 
of some giant “dollop” rolling inboard and 
dropping hard and solid.

And then for hours more we would stand 
there in our tracks, swaying, unable to move 
because of the pitch of the deck and the likell- 
hood of more water coming in.

Nothing to do 
but listen for the sound of that cracked bell 
on the bridge which an apprentice struck 
every half hour, waiting to be answered by 
the leokeut on the fo’e’stle bead.

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THE SCOUT OATH. 


‘LONG about this time when folk are 
thinking about New Year's resolu- 
tions, the Boy Scout will do well to 
refresh his memory on the oath which 


he has taken, 


You will notice that in the scout oath, the 
boy does not promise to attain perfection in 
the principles and practices of scouting, He 
says, “ On my honor I will do my best.“ There 


is no boy who need be afraid to take such an 
oath, no matter what his environment or his 
physical handicaps. 

Now let us consider the three upright fin- 
gers and the three clauses of the oath. 

That first finger—the index finger which 
you see so often on sign posts—points to the 


scout law. Every time a scout salutes an 


officer or greets a brother scout he should re- 
member what this first finger stands for. 

It is not the purpose of the scout move- 
ment to instruct the boy in religious matters, 
but he must be reverent toward God. He 
must be faithful in his religious duties, and 
he must respect the conviction of others in 
matters of custom and religion. He must 
keep himself in harmony with the power 
which is back of all life and all existing 
things. : 

A scout’s duty to his country lies in mak- 
ing himself the best possible citizen and in 
learning to cojperate with his fellow scouts 
and subsequently his fellow citizens in hold- 
ing together and making in his nation the 
best possible living conditions. Boy Scouts 
are not meant to be soldiers; neither are they 
meant not to be. All the duties of a citizen 
must be faced and not avoided or sidestepped. 

As to the scout law, there have always 
been certain written and unwritten laws rex- 
mating the conduct and directing the activi- 
ties ok men. We have such unwritten laws 
coming down from past ages. In Japan, the 
Japanese have their Bushido or laws of the 
old Samurai warriors. During the middle 
ages, the chivalry and rules of the Knights 
of King Arthur, the Knights Templar, and 
the Crusaders were in force. In aboriginal 
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America, the Red Indians had their laws of 
honor; likewise the Zulus, Hindus, and the 
later European nations have their ancient 
codes. The Boy Scout laws are not difficult 
to remember—a scout is trustworthy, loyal, 


helpful, friendly, courteous, kind, obedient, - 


cheerful, thrifty, brave, clean, and reverent. 

We come now to the second upright finger 
and the second clause of the scout oath. The 
second finger is a strong and capable finger. 
This middle finger should serve to remind the 
scout of his “daily good turn that should 
be done quietly and without boasting. A 


‘boy may wear all the scout uniforms made, 


all the scout badges ever manufactured, know 
all the wood craft, camp craft, scout craft, 
and other activities of Boy Scouts and yet 
never be a real Boy Scout. To be a real Boy 
Scout means the doing of a good turn every 
day with the proper motive, and if this be 
done the boy has a right to be classed with 
the great scouts that have been of such serv- 
ice to their country. 

“To keep myself physically strong, men

In all cases the 
consent of the parent or guardian must be 
shown on the enrollment bjank. In almost 
every town or city troops have already been

scout commissioner or a scout executive in 
charge.

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HERE are only a Hmited number of 
festive dishes that can be prepared 
in large quantities and be gc od even 

when subject to the délays incident 
to party serving. Yet every woman 

who is about to entertain a number of 
people desires dishes attractive, appetis- 
ing. a Kittle unusual, and not too difficult 
to prepare. 

Some of my correspondents who write 
for help in this matter of party refresh- 
ments say they bre particularly tired of 
chicken and want to know whe* they can 
have in its place. To some tie croquette 
seems attractive, but to others thie'sug- 
gests leftovers or @ too apparent method 
of making a little meat goe long way by 
doubling it with bread crumbs and sauce. 
Something like creamed new pott toes or 
scalloped or other wet vagetable can 
always be served with croqueites or some- 
things similerly dry. while a liquid meat 
dish requires 4 dry vegetable like baked 
or stuffed potato. These latter wel 
browned are pretty and popular.

@noed cateress will make three chickens 
go around for eighty, whereas the inex- 
perienced might come short feeding twen- 
ty-five with this amount. A matter of 
pure skili like thie is something that no 
one can supply a hostess, but there are 
certain recognized quantities, like that 
of one quart of ice cream for siz, or scant 
for éight, which the one who entertaing 
should know. And the greater the num- 
ber of dishes the smaller the portione may 
be, of course, As, for instance, anything 
of ple form, Uke layer cake, may serve 
anywhere froin eight to eighteen, all de- 
pending on the size of the portion. 

Most people allow three quarts of salad 
and a generous quart of salad dressing 
fot twenty-five people. This is reallly di- 
viding a quart of salad into six parts, 
which is none too generous. In many 
cases, however, two pounds, which is two 
pints or a quart, of anything will serve 
six people generously enough, andin case 
of liquids two pints ts often enough for 
eight. A teacup holds just one-eighth 
of a quart, and the amount served in a 
bouillon cup is just this amount, although 
even full it wor'. require three-fourths 
©. @ standard measuring cup. Frappé 
Hanses hold hardly more than a one- 
fourth cup portion politely. A pound loaf 
of bread cut thin makes enough sand- 
wiches for at least six, and a quarter of 
a pound of butter will be needed with it. 
although much less can be made to serve. 


Ham Oannelons. 
Cut bofled ham in thin sifces, roll and 
fill with the following potato dressing: 
Mix together an even teaspoon of mus- 
tard and a quarter of a tea pon of salt, 
then mash into thie one large boiled po- 
tato and add three tablespoons of olive 
oll, one of vinegar, and a bit of sugar. 
This ts what I have called tmitation 
horseradish.

When either vegetables or meat are 
used tn a white sauce the twe sheuld 
cook enough together, with constant 
stirring. to be blended. There are thin 
and thick white sauces, and some grades 
between. From two level tablespoons 
to one-half cup of butter are allowed for 
one cup of milk and one and a half level 
tablespoons of flour for a thin white 
sauce. Three tableapoone of flour wil 
make a thick sauce. Meit the butter un- 
til it buddies but does not brown, stir the 
four te t until smooth. I is often 
best te nemove the saucepan from the 
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cools the milk may be added cold and 
etirred every few minutes while heating 
up and cooking. If much butter is 
used it is always better to add the most 
of it when the sauce is taken from the 
stove, especially as the sauce should for 
health's sake be cooked twenty minutes.

THRIFTY YOUTH 
- STEALS TO WORK 


Savings Used in Illness, Job 
Gone, He Takes Pair 
) of Shoes. 


Over in the county jall, locked up in 
a cell, is a 17 year old boy, an orphan, 
who made one little mistake—the mistake 
‘of stealing a pair of shoes to keep from 
freezing his poor, swollen feet. 

The boy, Sherman Morgan, is an Ameri- 
can, and willing to work. His father 
has been dead for fifteen years and his 
mother three. Barning $6.00 a week, 
Sherman wes a hard worker and had a 
bank account, saving part of his email 
salary each week. In the early part of 
October he wee teken ill and because 
he could not work steadily he was dis- 
charged. Doctor bills and medicine soon 
caused his IK tle bank roll to disappear 
and he was Without money, food, or su- 
cient clothing. 

And Here’s His Story. 

He sold papers, then, making about 
50 cents a night, working from 10:30 to 
2 o’clock in the morning.

Fifty Cents a Night. 

How much did you make selling pa- 
pers?”

I would get a 15 cent meal and then go 
to some cheap lodging house where I 
could get a bed for 15 cents. I'd get 
up about 3 the next afternoon end get 
another 15 cent meal and that would only 
leave mea nickel. Sometimes I'd go toa 
nickel show, where I could stay and 
keep warm.” 
“How did you happen to steal the 
shoes ?’" 
“Well, mine were all worn out. The 


night I was down at the newspaper and 
I was wondering were I could get an- 
other pair. This here boy, he saye he 
knew where Be could get some shoes.” 

“Where did you think that you were 
going’ 5 7 

“Well, he told me to come with him 
and we would get some shoes for noth- 
ing and I—I went with him. We stole the 
shoes out of a window and then we ran 
and when we turned the corner we ran 
inte the arms of two policemen.” 

His First Offense. 

This is the boy's first offense. The trial 
was held in Judge Turney’s court and 
Judge Turney discharged the boy, but ag 
he had no money, very poor clothes, and
